“Right mow C-3PO is doing to be bi in Japan 
fren Flee commercials,” Daniels says with great 
eriayment. “When To was in Japan before, the 
reaction to R32 & SPO was sbaelutely amaxingt! | 
thought they would be popular im America but 
the Japarese went wild! They have really taken te 
the robes in & hag way. | eclt very at home there, 
[fl could only have understond the language, | 
would have known what they were saying, Aut 
they were smiling so that told me something, 
They have adelightful habit in Japan of bringing 
presents at all moments. [t's a habit I'm trving to 
encourage the English and Americans te pick up! 
People know | have a vere sweet booth beacause 
when [tm signing autagriphs, sameane will 
alwavs come along with a huge bag of Md M's 
and sav, "These are for you!’ Normally | wouldn't 
buy them because [would eat them. So 0 figure if 
semen gives Lem tome | hae) toocat them! I'm

Daniels dreamed of being an acter on the stage, 
Asa child, he was motivated by the talented [eT 
formers he saw aft the Ioeal theatre.

“Aching 1s really like an addiction,” he adds 
“T's very hard to give wp | think it was just some- 
thing in my genes. You know, you can pet inteall 
these things about insecurity anel a safe wey ce 
showing off because with actors, Wir May think 
vou knew (hen bub wou deat.” 

For the past decade, Daniels has been tenti- 
fied as C-SPO all around the world, However, 
now, looking: back, he recalls vividly his first 
TMpressicins wpa recerviciat the role a Sire bars 
Gold-plated robot, 

“Twas sumprised and insulted,” he chuckles. “1 
didn't feel it was a job for a real actor. But Later] 
realized it was a tendfic character, Gare Lucas, 
wir isa very charismatic peree, seemed inter: 
esled in CPO so [ thought, ‘Well, tt must be 
food!"

“On Sher Mars, |was under a tent in the desert 
waiting to shoot the scenes on Tatoxvine andl it 
was really alreadiul! Db was sc het! Ab abut 72040 in 
the maming we did the scene of SAO walking in 
the moming sunshine aver the sand dunes and 
everybody wa amacedd af how gene ib booked. At 
that paint, APO happened. It was bizarre, 
though, He just took over and it was vere cele,”

proper British accent. Although Antheay Daniels 
is from Britain and therefore has.a natural accent, 
the weice of SPO was not Daniels natural speak: 
ing vobce. He contends that aree inside the oos-

On film, 20 may have been on the brink of 
disaster on numerdus occasions, but for Daniels, 
every second spent inside that golden, metallic 
costume felt very mech lie being dooce. 

“| felt s sense of remoteness fom being inside 
the suit and working with things that aren't real 
actors,” he confesses. “When vou have te work 
with things made cat af rubber and tin wou lose a 
sense of your personality ina wey, used te spend 
the evenings rather mare avidly with peaple aort 
ofreestablishing mv humanity. so te speak. A day 
with RG-D2 is like a day without sun, Me's cute 
but esa if enduth. 1's met really that bad, 
thaugh. Cl tell wou, [ will continue to be 
involwed with Star Manes out of sense of great 
pleasume. M1 dich 't like it | would jst walk away 
frown it. Abeewt four years ago, afber Petar of ihe 
Jedi, | thought, "Well, that's probably ¢meovuyth,’ 
Then [ thought, Well, why? Pm ver fond of aro 
and other peaple are, too. Um certainly making a 
living at it. So why throw it away oan principle? 
So 0 stayed wath it and if is pemarkable how he 
keeps coming beck SPC has this. corous loge 
ity. | really thought that after the 10th anniver- 
sane we would probably just leave it there, Amel 
ther we Started talking ahaut these Japanese 
commercials and se om.” 

Daniels is a modest man. While many people 
beliew [he seecesstul portrayal af PO was due, 
in large part. te the talented achor inside the suit, 
the acter himself does not wholeheartedly 
embnice the cipinion, 

“That's very nice for people to say that,” 





“FPO RE ane certainly the most recognizable image from the flms," says Anthony Daniels, “They're sort 
ofalways facing adventure and loneliness and danger, I think paople recognise their relationship as touching 
on thele own relationships with ather people: the got and the had times, the argulng and the affertlen and 


the fear." 


Dangels says, “but it's like going to a restaurant 
and ardering chicken and having it be absolutely 
fantastic, What you didn't have was the beef and 
it was alse terrilbc. They were both a meal but you 
just chose one and net the other, And had it boen 
the other wiry arournied, people might be Sayings 
how they liked another actor's portrayal of SPO. 
In fact, nov portrayal was all you wereolfered, You 
didn't pct a free cheice but, nevertheless, appre: 
cite people's compliments. 

“ou know, | still tease Gearge Liecas about 
hating my pertormance as SPC) im Star Mors, [h 
wasn't what he had in mired at all. Fle j uth didin't 
like it (im afraid, He wanted a different character 
and | came along and did my partraval. Ib wasn’t 
the one be wanted! but | suppase al worked,” 

It's net adben thata film isso widely embraced 
by the public as Star Miers. There has been a ple- 
thera of worldwide merchandising and the series 
of films have created an entertainment phen 
menoan equalled by none. With all the popular 
characters and spaceships, heewewer, one image 
still ig mest recagnizable — that af C-3090 and 
HL, 

“They are certainly the most recognizable 
image from the films,” Dariels confesaes, “You 
kricw, you dhwava see the tall one and the short 
ane side by side. They're sort of abvays facing 
adventure and bomeliness acl danger, [ think 
people recognize their relationship as bouching 
an their own relationships with other people: the 
@ood and the bad times, the anfwingt and the 
affection and the fear, And SPO has no problen 
expressing fear! Which | think in some ways pea 
ple find endearing because we all to to hide itso 
much, 

think what | like about 3PQ the mast.” 
Daniels continues, “is his vulnerability and the 
fact that he really cies need seneome tio beak 
after him all the time. He's very affectionate and 
very loyal te his friends almost te the paint of sell- 
destruction, 1 think we all hope for friends like 
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that. That's met to sav that tec docsn't have initat- 
ing qualities as well. But wero cam sort of forgive 
him for these qualities. Those qualities, of 
course, have nothing to do with me,” he says 
with a Lauigth, SPA i nothing like ny persarial- 
ity, aak anyone! Gecasionally, when Pee been 
deing SPO for a while, [ find myself worang 
about things that don't realy matter at all. It's 
rubbish bul it is his character getting Into ma a 
bit. | get a bit too concermed about things. [ 
noticed thata lot on Return hee tad“ 
Although one would think that just about ave- 
none al ome time or another has beard of Ser 
eines, there are still a few, as Daniels relates, that 
don't kiew anything about the popular space 
“Oecasionally [ mect someane who's never 
heard of Star Hears, “Daniels says. “You know, for 
example, [havea friend who says, ohn, [wuld 
like you to meet Anthony, He plows the gold 
robert 2-80 im Ser Hanes. “And he adds, “You've 
seen Star Mors, haven't youll’ And the guy says. 
‘Ne.’ “Have vou heard of it? The guy sus, “Tea. 
Finally, my faend says, “Antheary, tell him about 
Star Heirs! Aid | jas say, ‘owas a very suceesstul 
space film,’ and [leave itat that, But RS and SPO 
most people recognize because they've seen 
them on a piece of advertising or something. 
When aonbeone asks me todescribe SPC and Re, 
I say they're the original odkl couple out of 
Chetroit, They really are an archetypical duc: the 
tall one who i& rather elegant and thinks he 
knows everything and the sheet, fat, stubby one 
who gets into trouble, SPO gets away with the 
stuff he dees because he's prettier! You know, 
SPO and R2 are really a robot version of Laurel 
and Hardy. Theyre both strange and somewhat 
stupid. You never knew which one is really 
ever. One af the problems of playing 3PO is the 
kind of loneliness one feelsof being with a partar 
ble trashcan. Cm not really working with another 
actor and there are no sounds coming: From RZ, 50 


a conversation belween us is somewhat are: 
sided. all his sounds are put on later anal [just 
hina: bo remember the whale scene. | have a teri- 
ble tendency to newnite things a bit which 0 sup- 
pase isthe sign ofa bad actor! Sometimes people 
don't understand the nature of the relationship 
betescn R2 and SPO) Jt can be funnier than they 
write it. Sometimes they're a little too careful 
Shout ib and [ make it & little bit aller. 

“Cine ct my favorite things | ever did with Fe. 
D2 wasn the TV show Sescone Street, Ae comes 
uptome sadly and says, “een, beep, beep.” And | 
aay, R2, what's the matter? He says. Teep, beep, 
beep! “You're in ewe?’ ‘Beep, beep’ “With 
whem? ‘Beep, beep.” Vou don't know her name? 
Well, what's she likeF Beep, beep.” ‘She's short? 
“Beep, beep, beep." He then takes me out te meet 
her and we siand out on the sidewalk amd [ say, 
‘But AZ, that's a firebeadrant!’ (Laughter! They 
keep repeating that little scene on the show. | 
think it's been on forthe last eight years. It was sa 
aweel, though. Re, | think, has certain howmone 
problems?! Both himand SPO have affections that 
they have to direct to each other in the nicest 
possible wav.” 

Before Star lings opened, many poaple 
thought it would be a medest little film, rat 
something people would go creyover. Then the 
merchandising bonanza hit full farce and Siar 
Hers was. everswhere. This was a surprise but it 
was also expected should the film be highly sae- 
cesshul. What mo one foresaw, however, wad the 
film's successhul adaptation to radia, which is 
something, Daniels remembers fondly. 

“T think eae of the most delightful memearies 
was Lhe brilliant scrips written by Arian Daley," 
he recalls, “He took a 2) minute script from a 
movie and turmed itintbo 1D hours, which ts inge- 
nigus! He did an extremely food joh, Working 
with Mark Hamill clasely for days wes ¢njparya- 
be as well, He's avery food actor, If was very 
hard to do JP's woice for a lenethy period of 
time. It's very tiring because he doesn't 
breathe, You know, robots don't have lungs! 
It's okay delivering one or two lines at top 
spead velocity and pace and emery but day 
aiter day, hours at atime, it @ot to be exhaust- 
ing. Ot was very rewarding, theugh. | hve 
radio. lactually doa lolol voice work so il was 
really righ wp my street. [wad wery snory that 
we never did fete ef tbe eal on readin” 

In addition to his vocal work in the radio 
versian of Star Pease, Daniels has also used 
the weice of SPO in other ventures as well, 
such as Stier Towers at Disneyland, 

“[ think Sfar Tours is just fantastic.” he 
exclaims. “| think it'sone of the best things we've 
done since the movies. [t keeps Star Wires fresh 
and alive by having something people can still po 
and see. It's also a wonderful ride. However, it 
rather shows up some of the other rides there 
because ib is so dood. I'm tenibly proud te be a 
part of all that. 

“The way we did C-2P0Fs part was that U laid 
dean a voice track for the 10 minute scene of 
SA talking fo R2 about the spaceship. Ther 
they video taped me performing the part just ina 
pair of jeans and a sweaber to gee hen | meved. 
Then the animatronics expert copied my move- 
ments using hykraulics and working parts inaide 
one of mv old suits. They filled up one of my old 
suits with parts. that would make it meee like me. 


[was very concemed that it should be exactly like 
the movies and they did an absolutely brilliant 
job! Gee of the bits had SPO looking at dhe 
spaceship and then he locked up at the data 
board and then suddenly he looked down at thee 
audience whe wis pasting by. [| was standing 
there just watching the sequence and he suxl- 
deny looked at me and it weed the mast exter 
dinary experience! [t was like me lovking. at 
mysele. [was mot lookingt ina minorar lowking at 
4 file but mein real life. [twas the first time he's 
ever looked at me and it was very, very strange. T 
ok the addest feeling! And then he just caried 
ac looking at the shipandsoon. But it was such 
a’ temific expedence working with Disney, both

involved with, he still admiis that, ever fieniay, 
most people still don't recognise hin or his. weice 
when they meet him in persici 

“Sometimes ik con be frustratirig but I've 
learned to accept if," he says. “Woo knew, video

Yes, Darth Vader had crashed the party. The dark ide Newed with him as he walked onte the stage and the rebels in the audience fell silent. 
Vader was upset. He wanted to know why he wasn't invited and also why he was left out of the Ster Towes ride at Disneyland. But most ofall, 
he wanted Lo meet (he “other® he had heard so much about.

The Art of Special Effects

eloome to the first issue of the 
Lucashilm Fan Club Magazine. In 
this regular feature we will be tak 
ingalook at special effects and how they are 
created by the people at ILM (Industrial 
Light & Magic), However, before we do that, 
it is important to see how the field of special 
effects has developed over the years. 

But what is a special effect? 

According to Danny Lee, an old hand 
with effects work who worked on such films 
as i's audited, Mad, Mee. Mod ond, you 
explain special effects this way: 

“Script writers have no limits on their 
imagination. What we do is make photo- 
draphable anything they can come up with, 
All it takes is mechanical ability, a knew: 
ledde of hydraulics, preurmatics, electrons 
ies, engineering, constraction, ballistics, 
explosives and no acquaintance with the 
word impossible.” 

Still, there is a move common definition 
fiven by Eustace Lvcett, former head of the 
phetographic effects department at Wall 
Disney, 

“A special effect in a motion picture is any 
technique ordevice that is used to create am 
Hlusion of reality in a situation whewe it is 
net possible, econamical, or sale te use the 
real things. 

“Forexample, itis not possible to make a 
person defy the law of dravity and fly, so we 
create the illusion of light, It is not possible 
to ender up naliiral rain or snow on cine, 30 
we sirnulate these conditions. It is mot eco. 
nomical te transport. a company to a distant 
location if the scene cam be successfully 
simulated by composite photography on the 
aludio lat. Tt is net economical to Eeaild a 
complete set if rast of tt can be done with a 
matte pairiling!. Ibis not sale to have an actor 
jump through a plate-lass window, so 
harmless breakaway resin is used. It is mot 
safe to photegmph vour leading actor on a 
ledge forty stories above the street when the 
scene can be duplicated by trick pheto- 
graphy on astudio set with absolute safety.” 

ew that we knew what special effects 
are, we can split the field into two distinct 
groups. First, we have mechanical effects. 
These include such things as explosions and 





storms, like the ones created foy Star Trav 
iVo Tre Foyage Alert, Then there are opti 
cal effects. With these lype af effects, we can 
take a matte painting of a space background 
and a model ofa spaceship and with the use 
of an optical printer create the illusion of a 
ship in space, 

Special effects, of course, are not new, 
They existed before the motion picture, in 
the form of in-the-camera mattes, used by 
still photographers. 

One of the first people to use special 
effects in film was Geerpe Melies, who was at 
the time a slight-of-hard artist. Tet when tre

saw his first film he knew moving pictures 
would be a dreat place ta make magic. 

His first film, Aseanratage ane Dame 
Ches Robe euin, (]ES5) was not a siic- 
cess by arvy standards, But it did help him te 
malize how to po about making visual 
effects for movies. Melies, though, wis mot a 
film pioneer, He was content in recreating 
stage trick for film and never seriously 
thought ofdeveloping motion pictures as an 
art fonn. Still, his work was an important 
first step in the ort of special effects, 

Fora long time, effects work wis done by 
the film studios themselves. But in the 









1954's this started 
coming to arn end. With 
the Supreme Court ruling that the studios’ 
complete contral over film prodwction and 
presentation was. monopolistic, there also 
came a rise in the independent production 
company, At that same time, audiences were 
looking for something different. They had 
grown tired of the idealistic, candy-coated 
look movies had been giving them, What 
they wanted instead were films about real 
people in real places. Eecause of this there 
was little use for effgets im film and the stu- 
ding quickly dishanded their effects depart- 
ments. By the end of the 1950's almost all 
effects were done by freelancers. 

Asa result of this trend towand more real- 
istic movies, few new people entered into 
the effects field, which created a scarcity of 
this type of ecrafisman during the 1960's. 
Then in 197%, when Ster Hers was in poe 
duction, the effects field was back in busi. 
ness agin. 

Never before had anvone attempted to 
create over three hundred effects shots fora 
single film and in less than two years. To 
accomplish this feat, George Lucas set up 
his wn effects company called Industrial 
Light & Magic. AS & result, & whole ew 
breed of visual magicians came into being. 
Mngt of these new effects people were youn 
and had litthe or no practical experience 
with special effects, They did, however, have 
anew tool at their disposal, which would 
revolutionize the effects industry: the com 
puter. For the first time, spaceships did not 
have to be moved across the movie screen 
with the use of stop-motion or single-frame 
photedraphy, Instead only the camer 
mowed, and with the aid of the computer, 
shots of X-wing fighters flew amoothly when 
projected on screen, making these ships 
seem incredibly real. 

John Dykstra was the man responsible for 
this innovation, He had learned te use a 
computer to contral the rmovernents of a 
movie camera while working an an experi 
mental project forthe Institute of Urban and 
Regional Development. With the use of his 
Dvkstraflex canvera, Svar Hines became ome 
of the best visual treats im the history of 
motion pictures and it alse wshered in a 
whole new age of special effects. Oo

Toy Stores — Again, these stores may “ull have 
some leitower items al bargain prices. The larger 
atores, like Lionel Playworld er Tays Us, ane 
your best bets, They often stack discontinued 
items and price them low to sell quickly. 


Garage Sales — You can find a garage sale mear 
vou almost any weekend and they are paced places 
to look for Star hisses memorabilia, partiou larly at 
hauses that have children.

Flea Markets & Pawn Shops — I've found every 
thing fram ceramics and jewelry to Darth Vader 
telephones at my becal ea market.
